LONDON, Nov, 29.—The only English-| > 
woman who has been within the lines 
of the warlike Druses, now engaged in 
desperate. fighting against ‘the Frerich, 
was lucky enough to reach Beirut today 
with the complete story of her thrilling 
adventures. She is Miss Cave, directress 
of the British Syrian Mission at Has- 
belya. .According to a report from a 
trustworthy source at Beirut, the Brit- 
ish Consul there recéived a message yes- 
terday: from the French stating that a 
telephone message from’>Merj Ayun had 
been received asking that a ¢ar ‘be sent 
to. fetch some ladies. A car immediately 
was seht'and returned to: Beirut last 
night with Miss Cave, one of her ser 
vants and the servant's daughter, 

Miss Cave has, lived’ many years in 
this region and is well known and re- 
spected by all. When trouble broke out 
at Hasbelya, she bravely. declined to 
leave, as she felt she could he of use 
to the women and children.” 

She was right. .On Nov. 6 the first 
rebels appeared and the small. garrison 
of’: Senegalese withdrew. ‘The rebels 
then marched in, all in rags and tatters, 
and surged through the town, shouting 
war cries, shooting into ‘the air and 
greatly frightening © the townspeople. 
The rebels cut the telephone wires, de- 
stroyed the Government archives and 


installed: themselves in: houses belonging 
to Christians.. They’ made the women 
and children supply them with food, 
wait on them and wash their elothea, 
but committed no atrocities. 

-Miss Cave’s house- was soon 

with seared women: and aia. with 
their belongings, and she had much if- 
ficulty in calming their panic. 


In Panic for Ten Days, 


During the’ next ten days’ the panic 
increased steadily, especially when can- 
non was heard at a distance. On Nov. 
22 an ultimatum came. from the French 
demanding that the Druses in the town 
surrender within twenty-four hours 
The Druses, however, burst into wild 
yells of “‘Trouble, trouble, blood, blood !’ 
and yowed they would resist*to the last. 

From Nov. ‘24,airplanes daily bombed 
Hasbeiya, damaging many Christian 
houses, By thts time most of the women 
and children had departed, so Migs 
Cave began to think she had. better 
leave also.

PLAGIARISM BY ANY OTHER NAME. 

In two recent cases the courts have 
decided-in favor of the plaintiffs on 
charges of plagiarism brought against 
authors of Broadway theatrical suc- 
cesses. In one the award in back pay- 
ment of royalties and the plaintiff's 
equity in forthcoming returns from 
‘the play amount to many thousands 
of dollars. \ 

It° is doubtful whether Judge and 
jury are ever called upon to adjudi- 
cate a more: delicate matter than a 
suit for plagiarism of a drama. On 
one side is the fact’ that: possible dra- 
matic situations are limited to thirty- 
odd and that even in our advanced 
stage of civilization the discovery of 
anything new in human relationships 
and emotions is extremely rare. On 
the other hand.runs the common no- 
tion that if an unknown author sub- 
mits a play or scenario to a producing 
firm, that firm will steal thé idea, re- 
turn the. manuscript as unavailable 
and-later produce it as the work of 
some one else, Though something of 
this -sort has possibly happened, it 
cannot in reason be customary. Unless 
the producer is also the alleged author 
he has to pay some pene for the play 
he brings out, and_it should matter 
little to him who the author 1s if only 
the play is a money-maker. 

A sidelight on this subject is thrown 
by ‘a new: book by Gasrre. pes Hons, 
called ‘‘ Anatole France et Racine.’’ 
In it the author has been at extraor- 
dinary pains to point out that France 
Dlagiarized at least unconsciously from 
Racine. M.,dEs Hons professes an 
admiration for Francs and declares 
that ‘he is not concerned with plagia- 
Tism but with ‘* parentage,’’ and that 
his book is designed to show that 
France took his cast of. mind, his 
rhythms and many of his images from 
Racine and was-not.so much indebted 
to Monratons, VorTatan and RENAN as 
other critics have thought. The book, is 
filled: with parallel citations, some of 
which!are no more parallel than - 

Je n’avais rien A craindre, n’ayant 
rien & espérer.—“' La Vie en fleur.” 
and 
~ Et que. peut craindre, » hélas!

Nevertheless, CHARLES Maurras, who 
writes the preface to the volume, does 
not hesitate to ‘employ the . word 
‘* plagiarism.’’ It will be remembered 
that M. Maurras, an ardent Royalist 
and at. the same time a’ friend of 
France, who professed himself a So- 
Clalist, published after France's 
death ‘a little book designed to prove 
that the latter was really,a Royalist. 
He based most of his contentions_on 
one of FRANCE’s earliest writings—a 
book review—and: pointéd out his 
friend’s.. predilection for the social 
graces of the eighteenth century. M. 
Maurras. shows the strength of the 
will to believe even to the point of 
distorting the fundamental convictions 
of one whom he insists that he 
admires, - st 

If FRANCE were alive, M: pps Hons's 
book would net disconcert. him, for he 
had few illusions, among which were 
almost none concerning himself. His 
utter frankness and simplicity, as re- 
vealed:in his own writings and in the 
book by his secretary, Brousson, have 
alienated many. worshipful souls dis- 
pleased to find that their idol had feet 
of clay: They ‘will be pleased by M.

SECRETARY HOOVER ON WASTE. 

That part ofthe annual report of 
the Secretary ‘of Commerce which re- 
views economic and industrial condi- 
tions In this country was published in 
Commerce ~ Reports’ nearly a ‘month 
ago. It is now ‘simply reprinted. 
What Secretary Hoover makes his, 
battle horse is the elimination of 
waste. This first section of his an- 
nual report contains both a program 
and a record of progress. To the prob- 
lem of getting rid of waste in trans- 
portation by railways and water chan- 
nels; of savings which might be ef- 
fected in fuel and labor; of booms and 
slumps in business; of seasonal em⸗ 
ployment in building industries; of too 
great diversity and duplication in ar- 
ticles. of manufacture; of. mdustrial 
disputes between employers and’ em- 
ployes—to this great and urgent na- 
tional ‘problem’ the Department of 
Commerce has devoted much’ energy 
for the past five years. This it has 
done in ho spirit or effort of central- 
ization. The aim has -been ‘wholly in 
line with the conception of govern- 
ment held by Joun Stuart Mit, .who 
would have every kind of information 
and instruction centralized, but the 
actual ‘work done locally; 

When the Secretary of Conimerce 
Says waste, he does not refer to the 
ol4 lavish and reckless American way 
of using up our -natural resources. 
This has not yet, unhappily, been 
brought ‘to an end. ‘However, it is as 
an engineer that Secretary Hoovar 
speaks. To a technically trained -mind 
like his, waste is abhorrent-because.it 
meansslost motion, dissipated energy, 
complicated methods of doing what 
could be done in simpler ways, and 
the failure :to apply scientific prin- 
ciples. to the whole industrial and com- 
mercial ‘field. With his customary 
breadth of survey, Mr. Hoover looks 
upon the processes of production, 
manufacture and distribution as a 
single whole, and seems to see the 
need of setting up in it a sort of Tayn. 
lor system. of conserving. foree and 
making every outlay of both capital 
and labor tell to the utmost. In his 
annual report he includes several use- 
ful papers written by his assistants or 
subordinates, detailing the advancs 
that has been made in séveral of the 
most important departments of our 
industrial and commercial lifé, where 
waste has too Jong and too oftén been. 
a ravaging element, but where it is 
now being steadily reducéd. 

r It will be noted that Secretary 
Hoover does not discuss governmental 
waste. He may think that.this is not 
in his. province. Hé may feel debarred 
from touching a sore spot In a way 
to make Congress wince. Yet the fact 
remains that all scientific inquiries 
into the conduct of the public business, 
of the United States have uncovered 
in “it an immense amount: of over- 
lapping, antiquated method and ‘use- 
less personnel. All this spells waste 
which could be eliminated if only the 
Administration and Congress, without 
the fear of ‘politicians before. ‘their 
eyes, could be got to set a resolute 
hand to the work.

If the public fully realized the true 
situation, there would be no. effort in 
any quarter calculated to bring about 
any. early settlement of this- suspension 
in the hard coal fields. The best thing 
that can possibly happen for domestic 
coal .users generally is that this strike 
should last long enough to *‘foree a con- 
siderable part of the publi¢ ‘to resort to 
the use of such substitutes as coke, fuel 
oil and soft coal. ‘The reasons for this 
conclusion are as follows: 

(1) Anthracite ‘exists In decidedly lim- 
{ted quantities, and the demand go far 
exceeds the normal and potential sup- 
ply that if the public insists upon hav- 
ing it prices are bound.to be not only 
high but excessive. and far out of pro- 
portion with the relative advantages 
its use possesses as compared to cheaper 
fuels. 

(2) Those househdlders whose material 
-means~ permit them. to pay the. high 
‘prices for anthracite, if they buy in any 
considerable quantity, say twelve -tons 
per annum or more, can afford to 
install ofl burners, -now proved to be not 
only practicable but vastly more con- 
venient for heating than anthracite, 
and they will never again ¢o back " 
coal at any. price: 

(3) Throughout the suburban and rete 
sections, and in the smaller cities and 
towns,.a ,very large. number or people 
will “have learned that they can heat 
their ‘homes corhfortably and with just 
as little trouble by the usé of a good 
grade of low volatile soft.coal as with 
anthracite. Such coal can in‘ normal 
timés be bought for practically one-half 
the cost of anthracite. Many others 
will learn that they can make use of 
coke; in properly prepared sizes, with 
exactly the same results as with hard 
coal and at less. cost. 

(4) In this section of the Atlantic sea- 
board, the machinery’ of. coal distribu- 
tion, both at wholesale: and retail, has 
not been adjusted to the handling of 
fuel for domestic: purposes other than 
hard coal. Should this strike continue 
throughout the Winter, _retatlers will be 
compelled to familiarize themselves with 
the’ purchase and sale. of -other good 
fuels and will be able intelligently to 
advise their. customers how to reduce 
their fuel bills.

ALBANY, Nov. 29.—Governor Smith 
today {ssued a proclamation, declaring 
December to be the period of the eigh- 
teenth. annual Christmas seal sale and 
commending to the people of the State 
the sale of Christmas seals in.ald of 
those” afflicted with tuberculosis. The 
Governor said: 

“Next t6 the gift of life is that of 
health—the physical vigor and sound- 
ness of body by which life is made 
fruitful “and enjoyable. “ Christmas 
seals, sold annually in New York State 
and throughout the nation during the 
holiday -season, bring the inestimable 
treasures of health to ma:y stricken 
with tuberculosis and support a re- 
markable program of prevention, 

“The. sale of seals is carried on by 
committees of public-spirited citizens 
cooperating with official] health authori- 
ties. Opportunity is offered to every 
individual through the purchase of 
seals to join in this great national, 
State and community campaign for 
health. 

“New York State is a pioneer in 
organized effort for the cure and pre- 
vention of tuberculosis. The work of 
the late Dr. Edward Livingston Trudeau 
at’ Saranac Lake was the beginning of 


the modern successful treatment of this 
disease, and many of the present sana- 
toriam methods originated within our 
boundaries. Since 1907 various State 
and local organizations of citizens which 
direct the sale of seals in this territory 
have brought home to the people the 
latest scientific knowledge about tuber- 
culosis, starting new lines of preventive 
work, and showing that these activities 
are of practical value and suitable for 
the publie authorities to assume and 


ntain.
